REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


In presenting the Annual Report of the condition of the schools in 
town, we are happy to be able to record their general prosperity. In. 
a large majority of cases, prudential committees have been fortunate, 
in securing the services of able and experienced teachers. Only three, 
or four cases have occurred where teachers have not been able to main- 
tain good and efficient government. 

If prudential committees would exercise more care, and hire only, 
energetic and systematic teachers, and parents would see that their 
children not only attend school constantly and in season, but treat their 
teacher and school with respect, then would our common schools. be- 
come elevated in their character and usefulness. Hvery parent, as he 
is the natural guardian of his children, should consider himself re- 
sponsible for their conduct at school. 

One encouraging feature in the history of our schools the past year, 
is the increased number of citizens’ visits reported by teachers ;—there 
haying been more than 275, not including either of the winter schools 
in district No. 8, or the summer school in district No. 4, which are 
not reported. This is a sure indication of an increased interest on the 
part of parents. ‘‘ Nothing so elevates the character of a school ag, 
visits from the parents.’ Nothing stimulates the teacher or child to 
greater exertion than a knowledge that the parent is to be present 
during the examination. , 

In those districts where schools have not been successful, we would 
respectfully ask the parents, Have you performed your duty? Have 
you visited the school, and advised with the teacher in a friendly man- 
ner? Have your children attended school regularly, and treated 
teacher and school respectfully? If not, then you have failed to do 
your duty. How, then, can you reasonably reproach others? 


> 
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We can but indulge the hope that the town will raise and appro- 
priate more money for the support of schools, as they are now too short, 
particularly in the smaller districts. We are sure this would be the 
case if parents would exhibit as much foresight and interest in the 
education of their children as they do in the management of other 
business affairs. In our judgment it is not only cheaper but more 
beneficial to a community like our own, constituting a portion of a 
vast Republic, whose stability is based upon the intelligence, virtue 
and natural equality of its citizens, that all our children should com-’ 
mence and continue, as long as possible, their education in the same 
common schools. m 

Harly in the season, ALBERT G. PrArson, Esq., placed in our 
hands two libraries; one consisting of forty volumes, the other of 
twenty, to be given to the two best summer schools, considering all 
circumstances connected therewith. At the close of the summer 
schools we awarded the first to the school in Second Division, district 
No. 8; the second to the school in district No. 4, as in our opinion 
most deserving. He also designs making presents to the two most 
deserving winter schools. Of these we award the first to the school 
in district No. 8; the second to the school in district No. 9. These 
libraries have had a favorable influence in awakening a spirit of emu- 
lation. | 

It will be noticed that seven of the ten winter schools have been 
taught by females. This arrangement we believe has operated favor- 
ably to their interest, as longer schools were obtained, without loss: 
either in the value of instruction given, or in discipline. 

Hach school in town, except the summer school in district No: 1, 
and the winter school in No. 5, have been visited at least twice dur- 
ing each term; and below we briefly present the result of our obsery- 
ations. Our opinions may, in some instances, be erroneous, as it is 
difficult always to form a true estimate of the value of a school from 
a few short visits. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The summer school, again under the charge of Miss Converse ;— 
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an experienced and deservedly popular teacher ; appeared when vis- 
ited, near the commencement of the term, to good advantage; good 
order prevailed ; in teaching, thoroughness was aimed at. In her re- 
port she says, “My first and great object has been to teach the child 
to think, and then to study.” ‘I have required perfect lessons, and 
in most cases have had them.” ‘ Of forty-one, old enough to study, 
eleven did not have an imperfect lesson during the last term, and sev- 
eral others had only two or three each. Sickness and death in our 
family prevented our being present during the examination at the close. 
Of the result, therefore, we are only able to judge from Miss Converse’s 
good success on former occasions, and the testimony of others present. 

The winter school, by Miss Fay, who, we think, lacked that expe- 
rience which the wants of this district required, when visited appeared 
tolerably fair. Of the progress made we are unable to report, as we 


were not notified in season to attend the examination. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Miss Gault, in summer find Mr. Hayward, in winter, were both 
faithful and efficient teachers. Their schools appeared well at the 


closing examinations, showing well directed efforts on the part of the _ 


teachers, and close attention by the scholars. 
DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Both summer and winter terms of school in this district were un- 
der the directionof Miss E. J. Cofran, who, by her industry and per- 
severance, accomplished much in her school. During each of our 
visits, almost perfect order prevailed. In her instruction, Miss Cof- 
ran endeavored to be thorough, particularly in the rudiments. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


This district was also fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
‘Flint for both terms of their school. Her former good reputation as 
a teacher was fully sustained in this case. All the classes examined 
at the close of each term appeared well. .The members of this school 
- haye gained an extensive knowledge of the elementary sounds of our 
language, and the rules for reading, as every class in school were able 
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to give them correctly. The advancement of this school is an exam- 
ple of what may be accomplished by the continued labors of an ac- 
tive and efficient teacher, with the hearty and ‘united co-operation of 
parents. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. 

Miss Dearborn again had charge of this school, which she man- 
aged carefully, and with profit to the district. When visited, order 
was good, and scholars appeared to have made good proficiency. 

In the winter, when we visited Mr. McCutcheon’s school, we found 
him at work in good earnest, with every apparent indication of a fa- 
vorable result. Bad weather prevented our being present at the close 
of the school. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Miss Ordway taught the summer school with better success than 
last year, though we think she failed somewhat in discipline. In her 
instruction she was thorough and correct. 

Mr. Brainard was employed to teagh the winter school. Although 
possessing the necessary literary qualifications, yet be seemed not cal- 
culated for this meridian. The scholars took the Iéad entirely. At 
the end of three ks, Mr. Brainard voluntarily left, the school, be- 
lieving that a connection with it would not be pleasant to him or prof. 
itable to the district. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 

In summer, Miss Fessenden, although she appeared to labor assid- 
uously, failed to secure that order which is necessary to render a school 
profitable to the fullest extent. At the close, the examination was 
fair. 

The winter school was not as profitable as it should have been.— 
‘Miss Richardson exerted herself, apparently, to the extent of her abil- 
ity. In her report she says, ‘‘Some of my scholars were studious, 
and their deportment was good; others appeared to take no interest 
in their studies.” ‘There is a want of interest manifested by some of 
the parents ; at least they exert no influence over their children’s con- 


duct at school, and some of them even approve of their bad conduct.” 
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DISTRICT NO. 8. 


We congratulate this district upon the improved condition of their 
schools during the past year. In addition to the library awarded 
them, each school room has been furnished with a handsome clock; 
one presented by John S. Fisk, Esq., the other by the operatives of 
the Pembroke Mills. Mr. Robertson, treasurer of the Pembroke 
Mills, presented a complete set of Outline Maps, with other school 
apparatus. We also noticed on the desk a copy of Webster’s Una- 
bridged Dictionary ;—this, we believe, is the property of the district. 
We are unable to say by whom presented. 

First Division. Both terms of school were taught by Miss Chesley, 
who has wrought a complete revolution. From being the noisiest | 
school we ever visited, it has become orderly and quiet. Scholars 
have improved rapidly, considering the great number under her charge. 

Second Division. Both terms of this school were taught by Miss 
Howard, who, by her experience and energy, has performed wonders. 
The progress made in the seveydl branches taught, has been rapid and 
thorough. Order and fiat good, particularly during the sum- 
mer term. The winter school, being larger in numbers, and com- 


posed, jn part, of scholars of a differeRt chara charactéty Wastperhaps more 
difficult to govern. wr Jem 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 

Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Knox. The school, 
though small, was among the most interesting visited. Order good. 
Several small scholars were noticed as improving in reading to a re- 
markable degree. 


Exercises in declamation and composition, highly creditable to those 
who participated, were introduced at the close of each term of school 
in district Nos. 1, 2 and 4.
